Back where 
we belong 


SOCCER IN Australia is said to be 
heading in a new direction 
although much of the off-season 
months have been occupied by 
press coverage of all of the 
reported ills of the game. 

Crisis seemingly followed crisis 
and the long-suffering football 
fans of Australia could well have 
been forgiven for thinking - ‘here 
we go again’,

"It was great to get the 
point," says coach Mike 
Lyons, "but it will be even 
better when we get our 
first goal and then a full 
three points for a win." 
Lyons has_ selection 
problems for the 
weekend trip to South 
Melbourne with striker 
Lachlan Armstrong also 
sitting out a mandatory 
one match suspension 
after being sent off 
against United. 
Armstrong was red- 
carded following a 
second bookable offence 
for a dangerous high kick 
and his absence will be a 
blow to Canberra's 


hopes of sneaking an 
away win. 
"To be honest, 


everything is against us 
just now," admitted 
assistant coach lan 
Heywood after the 
Sydney United match. 

"We have to fight for 
every point we get 
because this team will 
take time to mould. 

"But there are some 
good players in the side 


and we can do well in the 
A League." 

A fierce critic of the 
Cosmos style of play was 
United coach Branko 
Culina who lambasted 
the Cosmos after 
dropping points which 
should have been his for 
the taking. 

Despite Canberra 
goalie Danny Milosevic 
playing the game of his 
life Sydney United should 
have scored at least 
three, maybe part of the 


reason for Culina's 
frustration. 
"They played like 


thugs," he said after the 
game, “the A League 
doesn't need teams like 
Canberra, we need skill 
and style, not brute 


force." 

Culina was 
undoubtedly angered 
after his star midfielder 
Ante Moric was 
stretchered off to hospital 
after being concussed. 
Added to that were a long

He says that his hard- 
man tactics are 
necessary so his new

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League as  Culina 
predicted before the big 
kick off. 

“No way," slams Lyons,

but we need to adopt 
certain tactics until the 
players mould into a 
more balanced side.
